Interesting Statem ents From all Sections 
of the State. 
M a r y sv ille, March 13th.—The Appeal will 
print to morrow crop reports from all tne grain 
districts in California and Oregon obtained 
through private sources. The reports run as 
follows: 
Modesto—Crop equal to last year, yield heav­ 
ier ptr acre. 
Hanford, Tulare county—Prospects very fair. 
Woodland—Not much over half a crop, and in 
some parts of Yolo less. 
Fowler, Fresno county—Prospects very flat­ 
tering.

Fresno—Prospects for a geod crop were never 
better. As much is sown this year os last.

Selma, Fresno county—In the absence of un­ 
favorable weather we will have the biggest 
crop ever harvested here, and five times as 
good as last year. 
Nord, Butte county—The outlook very bad 
and half a crop the most we can expect. 
Arbuckle, Colusa county—"Will get about two- 
thirds of a crop. 
Willows—Will not have more than half a 
crop. 
Turlock, Stanislaus county—Will not have 
over half a crop. The sandy country is all in, 
but the hard land had too much water to plow. 
Dixon, Yolo county—Expect only half a crop. 
Elmira—OwiDg to the excessive rains the

A Boy’s Life Saved W ho W as to Be a 
W illing Sacrifice. 
S e a ttle (Wash.), March 13th.—Eight native 
islanders of the Helen group in the Suuth 
Pacific Ocean, were picked up At sea December 
11th, nearly dead from starvation, by the Amer­ 
ican ship Joseph Spinney, now in Port Town­ 
send. The crew had been in an open canoe for 
eight days. They embarked for the neighbor­ 
ing isles when a heavy gale came up and blew 
them 260 miles from land and left them at the 
mercy of the wind and waves. 
The party consisted of the King and his son 
and six membeis of his council. In this condi­ 
tion they remained eight days. Ore died the 
second day after the storm. On the llth the 
old King fainted with hunger and thirst, and 
decided that his son, a boy aged 16 years, 
should be killed that his lather and others 
might live. 
The weakened party were making prepara­ 
tions to sacrifice the boy accordingly, he accept­ 
ing his fate, wheu the 6hip Joseph Spinuey 
hove in sight. The boy was saved. 
The ship hove t*> auu took the poor wretches 
on board. The King lay iu the bottom of the 
canoe unable to move, when the chief officer 
carried him on deck under his arm. 
They presented a dreadful sight. Their 
stomachs had shrunken in, and they looked 
like living skeletons. Their bones almost pro­ 
truded through the skin. 
They were provided with nourishment, but 
threw away the clothing given them in tear 
and disgust, preferring to wear only the loin 
cloth. Seven days after being picked up at sea 
the King died. The others slowly unproved. 
They were taken to Hiogo, Japan, where the 
proper authorities will have them returned to 
their native isles. Their mode of appreciating 
the kindness of Captain Curling, ol the ship 
Spinney, was to rub the back ol his hand with 
their noses. 
INDIGNANT MEXICANS. 
They Claim that Am erican Officers En­ 
croach on Their Territory. 
San Dieg o, March 13th.—On Monday an In­ 
dian named Bassinero was brought up from Tia 
Juana, to serve a thirty-days' sentence in the 
county jail on a charge oi di«turbance. The 
Mexican authorities below the line were ap­ 
pealed to by some friends of the Indian, who 
contended that the offender had been airested 
on Mexican soil by an American officer and 
takeu for trial without due process of law. 
Upon evidence produced before the Mexican 
Court the authorities of that country, it is under­ 
stood, will make a demand for the person of 
Bassinero, and will make an international 
question of the case. 
They have prepared papers which will be for­ 
warded to the City ot Mexico and Washington. 
The Mexican police also assert that if the 
arresting officer goes on the other side of the 
line he will be taken into custody for making 
an arrest without authority. 


AN ICE HOUSE COLLAPSES. 
M iraculous Escape of Four Laboring Men 
at Seattle. 
Sea ttle (Wash.), March 13th.—1The immense 
ice warehouse located iu the southern portion 
of the city ou the tide flats collapsed this morn- 
iug, the floor giving way, letting the w*hole 
structure go crashing to the bottom of the bay. 
Four men, who were working in the house, 
were carried down with it. No one was killed, 
but all were more or less seriously injured. L. 
A. Mathews, one of the number, was badly 
crashed and will probably die. 
The structure is about 1.000 feet square and 
was built upon piles fiiteen feet above the 
w ater. A heavily-!oaded freight train passed 
along a t a rap id rate causing the building to 
sway to an d fro until the fiooriDg gave way.

MINORITY REPORT. 
Citizens Should Not be Deprived of the 
Right to Vote. 
W a sh in g to n, March 13th. — Representative 
Mansur, on behalf of the minority of w Com­ 
mittee on Territories, has fiUd a report, present­ 
ing the objections to the passage of the bill for 
the admission of Idaho now pending in the 
House. In part the report says : 
“The precise point of difference between the 
majority aud minority is this: That the mojority

from serving 
on juries for criminal conduct imputed to him 
when he has not been convicted ol such crimi­ 
nal conduct, while the minority insist that no 
citizen, being otherwise qualified, should be de­ 
prived ol these rights ana privileges on account 
of an alleged crime, unless he nas been con­ 
victed of such crime by some Court of compe­ 
tent jurisdiction, and where the penalty for 
such crime or part thereof is such qualification. 
“The minority, while reprehendiog as much 
as any of the majo ity c in reprehend the of­ 
fenses of bigamy and polygamy, and the aiding 
and abetting of such offenses, most respectfully 
submit to the House that a man who Is accused 
of bigamy, aiding bigamy or belonging to the 
association that encourages these offenses, is as 
much entitled to a trial for that ofiense as is a 
man who is charged with any other offense. 
“We insist, therefore, that when Idaho is ad­ 
mitted it shall not be with a provision in her 
Constitution which will deprive a citizen of the 
right of suffrage, of the right to serve on juries 
aud to hold office because of an alleged crime of 
which the party lias not been convicted.”

CONGRESSIONAL. 


IN THE SENATE. 
W a sh in g to n, March 13th —In the Senate to­ 
day the House bill providing for bridges across 
the Columbia river, between Washington and 
Oregon (similar to the Senate bill passed and 
sent to the House), was reported back from the 
Committee on Commerce, amended by a few 
verbal changes, and was passed. 
The Senate Committee on Commerce reported 
the bill to repeal the law of the last Congress 
requlriug steamships to carry guys and rockets 
for casting lines in case of distress. The object 
of this, as was stated, was to do away with the 
extortion practiced by the patentees lor the use 
of their appliances under the law as it now 
stands. Tne bill was placed on the calendar. 
The Penate proceeded to the calendar, and 
passed bills for public buildings as follows: 
Stockton, §85,000: Mammoth Hot Springs, in the 
Yellowstone National Park, $10,000; Virginia 
City, Nev., §75,0<j0; The Dalles, Dr., §100,000; Sa­ 
lem, Or., $100,000; Reno, Nev.. §7c,000. All oi 
the foregoing were Senate bilis. 
Eustis look the floor, and referred to the state­ 
ments made by Iloar yesterday, one of them be­ 
ing that in the State of Louisiana and some of 
the other States, there were laws which made it 
a penal offense for a white man to associate on 
terms of equality with negroes. Another was 
to the effect that there was a law which pro­ 
vided 1 or the sale of any colored man found tor 
a certain time out of work, and that their for­ 
mer masters Fhould have the preference in such 
purchase. He denied emphatically that there 
was such a law in Louisiana, and spoke of the 
rt ckUssuess and destitution ot sense of respon­ 
sibility with which Republican Senators spoke 
oi Southern affairs. 
Hoar said he might have erred as to the S ate 
in which such a law was passed, but quoted 
them substantially from the laws ol Mississippi, 
and he thought substantially the same law had 
been enacted in Louisiana. 
The educational bill then came up and Blair 
made a brief address. He also read extracts 
from a speech of President Harrison when a 
Senator in 1888, favoring the bill, and said the 
President held the same sentiments to-day. 
The Southern question came up agaiu and 
Hoar admitted that h is statement about the 
laws of L ouisiana was incorrect. 
Sherman asked Eustis whether he did not 
know* the fifteenth amendment never would 
have been proposed but for the fact that tne 
laws of the Southern States were depriving the 
negroes of their rights of citizenship. 
Eustis replied that it was his honest convic­ 
tions that the reconstruction measures were 
adapted by the Republican party with the sin­ 
gle object of Africanizing the South and main­ 
taining political supremacy, and characterized 
it as the greatest crime ever committed against 
civilized communities. 
Sherman then took part in the discussion, 
which became a heated political controversy. 
He traced the source of the reconstruction 
movement, and said at the close of the war it 
had not been contemplated to arm the nagro 
with sufirage, but the laws passed by some of 
the i-'outheru States were so unjust to the col­ 
ored people aud to white Republicans in the 
South that the people of the North became con­ 
vinced that the object in the South was to over­ 
throw the results of the war end deprive the 
freemen of all the rights ot citizenship. When 
the time came it was seen that there was no

He (Sherman) had f-cme time 
thought it might possib'v nave been better 
not «o have adopted the fifteenth amendment, 
conferring suffrage on the colored men, because 
that rieht bad been nullified and uprooted. The 
result of the filteenth amendment was practi­ 
cally to give the Southern states an increased 
representation in the House of Representatives 
and increased their power iu the Electoral (Al­ 
lege. If there was anjthiDg wrong in the situ­ 
ation of Southern afl'airs the people of the South 
hsd brought it on themselves. There was no 
leeliug of hale in the North against the South. 
It the equal rights of all the people in the South 
were secured, the people of the North would be 
satisfied, the fifteenth amendment had not 
turned out as exacted, because no man 
dreamed such measures as had been resorted to 
in the South would have been resorted to to de- 
§ 
rive the negro of his rights. No one had 
reamed of “Ku-Klux Klans” and ail the sav­ 
age machinery by which that exclusion had 
been perfected. 
Butler suggested that the reconstruction 
measures ot the fifteenth amendment were 
not so much due to objectionable legislation in 
the Sonth as to the conflict between Andrew 
Johnson and the Remibiicau Congress. 
Shctman replied that the selection of Andrew 
Johnson, a iouthern man and Democrat, for 
Vice-iTesideut, was proof of the generous treat­ 
ment the North had shown the South. But John­ 
son had deserted the Republican party and 
turned his back upon it wheu he came into 
power, and Congress tied his hands and pre­ 
vented the carrying out of his policy. 
Butler— 
hen I understand U e Senator from 
Ohio to i .nit that the fcouthern people were 
not alone responsible, but that Andrew John- 
son„his President, was more responsible for the 
enactment of the extreme measures against the 
fcouth?” 
Sherman—“I look upon Andrew Johnson as a 
Southern man and a Democrat.1' 
ButDr—‘ He was your Republican President, 
and the people of the Sonth had no other au­ 
thority to lo'jkto, alter they surrendered, except 
the Executive.” 
Sherman—“ The Southern people had a right 
to look to Congress as the governing power of 
the country.’’ Sherman went ou to say to the 
Senators ou the other side that there is a eelmg 
in the North that not only have the ncg'ocs of 
the South been deprived of their votes, but that 
the peop.e of the South now enjoy a larger po­ 
litical power than the same number of people of 
the Noith. Let the South obey the constitu­ 
tional amendments. L;t it give Die negro his 
vote aud permit him to vote as he will. 1 would 
not care if the whole of the negToes would vote 
the Democratic ticket; but this feeling of injus­ 
tice does prevail in lhe North—that, while you 
are depriving the colored peopie of their votes, 
you are exercising undue power in the Govern­ 
ment. lh e North denies hatred, but demands 
justice, aud now I say that beyond and above 
this educational I bill, or any other pending 
measure, is au Act of Congress that will secure 
to every man in the United States entitled to 
vote his right to cast his vote and have it 
counted. Whenever Congress rises to the dig­ 
nity of passing tuch a law that will be uniform 
throughout the Pnited States, affecting Massa­ 
chusetts aud Ohio as well as South Carolina, 
every man will feel that it is a just and lair law, 
acd there will be no further ground of com­ 
plaint. 
CoDgress cannot exercise any control in the 
local affairs of the Southern States, but what we 
insist upon is that there shall be a law that will 
protect the right of suffrage, and that the law 
shall be executed with such power that no man 
dare expose himself to its penalty. 
Butler followed Sherman. He spoke of the 
exclusion of the colored men in the Northern 
States from all política', offices, and said on the 
contrary there was no such discrimination in 
the South. This very day, and for the past 
week, the newspapers have been teeming with 
accounts of white men in Oklahoma, and Ke- 
pub icons among them, announcing to the 
world that if the colored people dared to assert 
their right to control the Territory by superiority 
of numbers they would drive them out at the 
point oi the bayonet. He had seen accounts of 
outrages on the colored people in Ohio and In­ 
diana, and yet he had heard not one syllable of 
protest. He would tell the Senator from Ohio 
that whenever he 
attempted to carry 
out his threat of another crusade upon 
the fcouth through Supervisors and United 
States 
Marshals, 
for 
the 
purpose of 
dominating elections, he would hare a fire iu 
his rear from the men in the North who had car­ 
ried their money and their industry into the 
South, and whenever he attempted to re-estab­ 
lish in the South those reconstruction govern­ 
ments which had left in their train the black 
mark of spoliation, disgrace and humiliation, a 
protest in his own State and county would 
cause him to hesitate before he carried it out. 
He (Butler) would not exchange one hour of 
good order in the South for all the political 
power that negro suffrage had given the South. 
He appealed to the Senators and the people of 
the North to believe Southern men when they 
said they were far more interested in an orderly, 
humane, honest settlement of the qu-stion 
than the people of the North could possibly be. 
Adjourned. 
IN THE HOUSE. 
W a sh in g to n, March 13th.—In the House to­ 
day the bill was passed granting the right of 
way through the Nez Perces reservation, iu 
Idaho to the Palouse and Spokane Railroad 
Company. 
The House then went into Committee of the 
Whole for the consideration of the Oklahoma 
bill.The House substitute for the Senate bill pro­ 
viding for a Territorial Government for Okla­ 
homa passed the House by a vote of 160 to 25. 
On motion of Tandey an amendment was 
adopted for the establishment of a Land Office 
in Nq-Man's Land. 
On motion of Holman an amendment was 
adopted providing that no person who has a 
fee simple to 160 acres of land in auv State or 
Territory shall be entitled to enter the land 
covered by this Act. 
The committee rose and reported the bill to 
have an amendment providing that Section 
2134 of the Revised Statutes, prohibiting the in­ 
troduction of intoxicating liquor into the In­ 
dian Territory, be enforced iu Oklahoma until 
after the adjournment of the first session of the 
Legislature. This was agreed to—131 to 103. 
The bill then passed—160 to 25. 
This substitute to r the Senate bill on the same 
subject contains provisions which iu substance 
fix the boundaries of the new territory to in­ 
clude the Cherokee Outlet, with the proviso 
that no lands which the Indians occupy under 
treaty or law shall be included without their 
coosent, except Or judicial purposes. They ex­ 


tend over the new territory the Constitution 
ana laws of the United State», and the Code of 
Nebraska without interferences with the local 
Indian governments acting under their treaty 
rights. 
* 
Seven counties are established, the countv 
sea’s to be Guthrie. Oklahoma City, Norman, 
Lisbon or King Fisher, Beaver, Stillwater and 
one more to be fixed by the Secretary of the In­ 
terior. The Cherokee Ont'et is declared public 
land and open to settlement under the home­ 
stead laws, and bona fide settlers and occupants 
are given a preference right. 
The sections after C6 are devoted to the estab­ 
lishment of a judicial system iu Indian Terri­ 
tory which will be divided into three district, 
and Courts will be held at Muscogee and Vinite, 
Otoka and Ardmore and Purcell. Adjourned. 


WASHINGTON NOTES. 
H ouse Com m ittee Undecided as to Rall- 
reacl Indebtedness. 
W a sh in g to n, March 13th —The House Com­ 
mittee on Pacific Railroads to day further con­ 
sidered the question as to whether it should re­ 
port a single bill providing for the settlement of 
the Government indebtedness of the Union and 
Central Pacific Railroads, as was done by the 
Senate Committee, or should report separate 
bills. There is a marked difference of opinion 
in the committee on the question, and this 
morning’s discussion did not result iu an agree­ 
ment.

An Appeal to A ll Am ericans W ho Favor 
Protection. 
W a sh in g to n, March 13th.—David Haipster, 
President of the Ohio Wool Growers Associa­ 
tion, and Judge Lawrence, a member of the 
same association, prepared lor publication th. 
following, explanatory of the wool schedule in 
the tariff bill now under consideration by the 
House Committee ou Ways end Mean»: 
We have examined for the first time to-day 
the schedule providing for duties on wool and 
the manufactures of wool. It proposes a daty 
of eleven cents rer pound on clothing wool, 
double ou washed and treble on scoured. On 
combing wool 12 ceuts per pound, on un­ 
washed carpet wools, vah e 12 cents or less, in 
eluding charges at the last put of export duty, 
to be 
cents, and if washed 7 cents, D scoured 
cent». On carpet wools, valued at over 12 
cents, the duty oii unwashed is 8 cents, double 
if washed and treble of scoured It provides 
standard samples be deposited in the Custom 
Houses and cot tains provisions to prevent 
“round lot” frauds, “sorting’s” frauds, “admixt­ 
ure” frauds, and defines washed and scoured 
wool. 
As to the so called ca*p t wools, the proposed 
provisions are made better than ever incor­ 
porated in any tariff law. and these are the 
wools that just now are injuring the wool in­ 
dustry of the United States more than any 
other. We learn upon reliable authority that 
under the law, as it now stands 75 per cent ot 
the carpet wools being imported will make ex­ 
cellent clothing such as was used by cur sol­ 
diers during the war. And If shaggy goods con 
tinue to increase in fa,*hion as they heve dur­ 
ing the past two years, 75 per cent of tht car­ 
pet wools imported will be used for clothing, 
and further, if clothing wool can be imported 
as carpet wool, and at 2% cents duty ou 11 cents, 
on clothing wools, manufacturers will abandon 
the use of merino wool torom^ extent for the 
cheaper carnet wool, thus bringing down the 
price of merino wool. 
The farmers of the United State; and the peo­ 
ple generally whose prosperity is de¿endent on 
the success of o >r sgricultural imi ustries are to 
be congratulated ou the fact that Major McKin­ 
ley, and thos- co-operating with him on the 
Committee on Ways and Means, have proposed 
a measure of such immense value, lhe pro­ 
posed duty is an increase of one cent per pound 
on clothing and combing wools over the pres 
ent law. The Senate bill which p.isa?d Junu- 
ary 72, 1889, proposed four cents on carj>et wool 
whether washed or unwashed, tut the rates of 
the proposed bill of 3y. cents oc tin washed, 
with higher rates on washed aud scoured, make 
it much better for the wool-growers than the 
Senate bill, besides which, the restrictive pro 
visions of Major McKinley’s bill in connection 
with his administrative bill, adds much to the 
protective features as to all wools, and in these 
respects are much better than those found iu 
any previous tariff law. 
We now respectfully urge the friends of pro­ 
tection of American industry all over the conu- 
try to appeal to their representatives in Con 
gress to give their support to this measure, and 
not to surrender any one feature of its protect­ 
ive provisions.

SPEAKER REED’S DEFENSE. 


Speaker Reed, in the North American 
JRcviev:, makes a vigorous and entirely clear 
and unanswerable defense o f his course on 
the question of a quorum, which the De­ 
mocracy so ineffectually attempted to mag' 
nify into a usurpation of the liberties of 
the people. 
The 
Speaker shows that 
filibustering in the House of Congress had 
become a national shame; that it had 
come to mean not the discharge of public 
business, but the hindering of debate, voting 
and the consideration of the business of the 
body. 
H e makes it perfectly clear that it 
was never intended by the founders of the 
Government, nor by parliamentary rule 
and usage, that a member present could 
exercise a greater power by sitting silent 
than more than ICO willing and ready to 
attend to the business of the nation. 
He 
says: 
The House is a body of 330 men, representing 
a vast extent of country, with interests and 
w ants so varied that no catalogue could fully 
enum erate them. If any one supposes that 
each question receives the deliberate judgment 
of each and all the members, he is indulging in 
a dream of duty performed which has no cor­ 
responding reality. The great majority of the 
bills which pass Congress pass on the authority 
of committees, or members whose reputation 
carries them through. Ot course this is not 
true of public bills ot general concern or of na­ 
tional importance. But bills of local interest, 
affecting distinct regions, and concerning small 
num bers only, are daily passed without a stand­ 
ing vote. Indeed, there have been many bills 
passed without the utterance ot an audible 
sound, because even the promoter, amid the 
general certainty, would forget to vote for his 
bill. 
This was precisely what was contemplated by 
the framers of the Constitution. If the majority 
of the members were on the spot, within sound 
of the transaction; if they heard the bill read 
a t the desk and the voice of the Speaker putting 
the question, there could be no hum an proba­ 
bility that any measure would pass detrimental 
to the republic. In pursuance of this view, 
every day for a hundred years the House has 
passed bills, in the total Innumerable, without 
even a count, by mere determ ination of volume 
of voice. When the writer of this article re­ 
cently declared that he had heard Mr. Carlisle 
announce such bills as duly passed a hundred 
times, he was altogether too guarded. 
He 
ought to have said a thousand times. 
As it is essential that all the reading 
voters of the country understand the mat­ 
ter clearly, since the opposition will prob­ 
ably endeavor to misuse it in the approach­ 
ing campaigns, we follow Mr. Reed's state­ 
m ent further. 
The Speaker has to sign 
every bill passed. A ll the kind mentioned 
that Mr. Carlisle signed therefore bear 
witness to his rule that it is not necessary 
that a quorum shall vote, so long as there 
is a quorum actually present. If it needed 
a quorum actually voting, Mr. Carlisle 
would never have dared to sign bills passed 
by less than a quorum vote, but with a 
quorum present. 
More than this, Mr. 
Reed shows that Mr. Carlisle signed many 
of these bills on the day of passage, and 
before the record of the day could possibly 
have been written up. 
H e must, there­ 
fore have trusted to the fact that the 
journal, when written up, would show that 
a quorum was present when the bills were 
passed, or that they would not show the 
fact that less than a quorum voted on the 


bills. 
But Mr. Carlisle’s proceeding was right 
and constitutional, for the presumption 
always is that the body is legally consti­ 
tuted. 
That is, that a constitutional 
quorum is actually present, The old rules 
of the House aetuallv provided for a count 
of the House by the Speaker to ascertain 
if a quorum was actually visibly present in 
the House. 
While, therefore, the friemls of easy obstruc­ 
tion who wish to lie in ambuscade, visible to 
the eye, hat invisible to the law, are obliged to 
adm it that, outside the roll-call of yeas and 
nays a quorum need not participate, yet they 
claim that the precedents of a huudred years 
have been violated in recognizing tbe fact that 
a quorum ot the House was actually present 
when the roll-call, owing to the voluntary mis­ 
conduct of members, did not show a majority 
actually voting. 
* 
This recitation about the precedents of a 
hundred years Mr. Reed declares is rhetor­ 
ical bnncomb. 
Certainly our fathers knew 
nothing of the modern metaphysics by 
which a man can lie present atid absent at 
the same time— present to demand the 
yeas and nays, absent when the roll is 
called. 
This filibustering is of modern 
origin, and it has spread ali over the coun­ 
try, until it has become possible under the 
claim of the opposition Sir one man to 
hold an entire deliberativeassembl v of the 
people at bay, by refusing to open his 
mouth. 
TJiis evil early reached the Leg­ 
islatures, it went on down inte town eoun 
cils and to school boards and district 
trustees’ gatherings, and it evaa invaded 
the assemblies o f the churches. 
It is no wonder that the scheme of capot it ion 
by not voting spread so rapidly. II is so much 
easier to sit still than to argue, so much more 
restful to use the attraction of gravitation than 
than to exhaust ner.vous energy, that it (was not 
in hum an nature to re/raiu from the use of this 
power, which had th e high sanction of Con­ 
gress and the “ precedents ot a hundred years.” 
Hut men never remain reasonably baa; they a l­ 
most always cirry badness to excess, and there­ 
fore to correction. And thus the scheme of si­ 
lence. which worked so well in the distant at­ 
mosphere of the National Capital, soon met its 
death when it got down to the region i f business. 
W ashington is far away and only little under­ 
stood, but a man whose contract may be judged 
void and his business career ruined tiy this 
doctrine of corporeal presence and parliament­ 
ary absence soon begins to understand one place 
where the right of minorities ought to leave off. 
Hence, when municipal bodies began to imitate 
tbeir sui>erior. and tried to break contracts as 
well as quorums, the giadsome light of juris­ 
prudence was soon shed upon them, and the 
parliam entary fiction that a m an present could 
truthfully declare himsell absent disappeared 
from every place except the Capitol at Wash­ 
ington. 
Mr. R«ed th en cite* cases in Maine and 


in Hlinois where it was held by the Courts 
that the rule of silence could not prevail 
to defeat an actual, visible quorum. 
In 
the Illinois case eight Aldermen were 
present and five was a quorum, four voting 
and four 
remaining 
silent, while the 
Mayor gave the casting vote; the Court 
declared the action legal, and added a sen­ 
tence which is rich with that saving com- 
mon-sense which is the basis of all law : 
‘ There is no propriety in giving to a re­ 
fusal to vote more potency than to a vote 
cast.” 
In the House during the recent raising 
ol the quorum question, 163 members 
voted in the affirmative, and 130 Demo­ 
crats remained silent. 
Had all these 130 
voted, and 32 others with them, they could 
not have defeated the motion before the 
House, yet the claim was that the 130 by 
remaining silent could do that which 132 
could not do hv voting. Moreover, accord­ 
ing to that same ingenious theory, any 
two of the 130 silent men, by voting 
against the motion, would have constitu­ 
tionally carried it! 
If this be so, it has 
the disadvantage of not appealing to the 
common-sense of mankind. 
The debates of the Constitutional Con­ 
vention show that it was not intended that 
presence and silence 
should 
defeat a 
quorum, but the provision for bringing in 
members was intended for the express pur­ 
pose of securing a quorum, a visible quo­ 
rum, the one that could be counted as 
present; for “attendance” used in the Con­ 
stitution, means to supply the lack of a 
quorum. 
Mr. Reed concludes in these 
words: 
When men learn that the truest foundation on 
which to build, perpetuate and m aintain a le- 
public is confidence in the wisdom of the plain 
people, they will cease to deprive them of 
power, in order to lodge it in tbe bands of the 
lew, whose only claim to witdom and virtue is 
their pancity of numbers. When the world 
reaches a real belief in government by the peo­ 
ple, we shall find it the surest safeguard of lib­ 
erty and property; we shall find States better 
ruled and cities better governed than by any of 
those devices which are based on the false idea 
that lor tbe government of all the wisdom of 
the few is better than the wisdom of the many. 


T h e trial of Commander McCalla has 
liad at this early date this effect—to de­ 
monstrate that the President, the heads of 
the Naval Department, the press and the 
people generally, do not hold to the view 
that sailors are beasts and must be treated 
as such. 
On the contrary, whatever the 
ethics of “old salts” of the past, civiliza­ 
tion has so far advancer! that brutality at 
sea will not be countenanced as it was 
some fifty years ago. 
Discipline must be 
more severe on shipboard than on land, for 
obvious reasons—the safety of the ship, 
crew and passengers depends upon the au­ 
thority of the master being absolute. 
If 
divided counsels and authorities were to 
obtain, the ship could not be navigated 
safely, and danger of mismanagement and 
wreck would be constant and imminent. 
So that it is freely admitted that the 
commander must 
be recognized as an 
autocrat; even if wrong lie must be obeyed, 
since safety lies only in that rule prevail­ 
ing. 
But at the same time the com­ 
mander will be held iu these days to a far 
stricter accountability for his conduct than 
in the earlier years. 
The time was when 
he could be called to account only with 
greatest difficulty. 
Now the complaint of 
the humblest sailor is heard and his 
chafges rigidly investigated. 
In Com­ 
mander McCalla’s case it is incumbent 
upon him to show that discipline justified 
cutting down a sailor with a sword when 
the man was in chains and in a state of 
inebriety. 
H e will have to clear up the 
case of the dozen officers put under arrest 
for daring to express an opinion as to the 
treatment of the men. 
H e will be forced 
to explain why, when the law makes him 
an autocrat at sea, it did not increase in 
him the sense of grave responsibility. He 
will be called upon to answer why bar­ 
barity was necessary on his ship, since he 
had a large corps of officers and marines 
sufficient to hold the crew in check, even 
in case of attempted mutiny, 
n e must 
explain to a Board of Inquiry, why, when 
given command of a ship of war, he was 
unable to command his passions, and why 
he indulged in severity that is not even in 
time of war deemed necessary by humane 
Captains. 


M e x ic o has responded to our inquiry, 
made at the request of the Territorial 
Legislature of Arizona, that she does not 
wish to part with any of her territory; 
that the idea of Arizona wanting a seaport 
is absurd, as there is no fit port in any of 
tiie Mexican territory she wishes to buy, 
and in short, Mexico does not wish to sell 
Lower California, and considers the appli­ 
cation anything but friendly. 
Secretary 
Blaine approves the Mexican reply, and 
declares that the United States needs no 
more territory, and has no desire to ac­ 
quire any of the States of Mexico. 
Some 
remark is made in the dispatches concern­ 
ing the sentiment of the people of this 
State about acquiring Lower California, 
and it is added that the belief obtains in 
Washington that the people of California 
are overwhelmingly opposed to any such 
acquisition. 
This is sound speculation. 
Not only is there no demand here for the 
annexation, but if the matter were put to 
vote of the people to-day they would op­ 
pose any such scheme by enormous major­ 
ities, so large indeed as to make the vote 
practically unanimous. 


T h e question is frequently asked, “Who 
■is Stepniak, who is to appear on the lec­ 
ture platform in this country soon ?” Step­ 
niak is a N ihilist exile from Russia. 
H is 
true name is Kascheflskv. He is notorious 
mainly for two things, a book entitled 
“Underground Russia,” and for the assas­ 
sination of General MezenlelF, the Chief of 
the Imperial Police. 
On the 16th of Au­ 
gust, 1378, while walking in an obscure 
street of St. Petersburg with a friend, the 
Chief was approached from behind and 
twice stabbed in the back with a long 
knife, such as surgeons use. 
The assassin 
was Stepniak, who fled and found his way 
to England, where he has since, for most of 
the time at least, resided. 
H e is a very 
tragic writer, and his essays, speeches and 
pamphlets have had a large sale. 
For 
several years he has had the run of the 
columns of the London Times, a fact that 
lias much aggravated the Russian Govern­ 
ment. 
The -surprise is, aod for years 
has beeo, that the Russian secret police 
have not been arrie to kidnap Stepniak, tire 
general belief being that that agency en­ 
gages in such work. 


A c c o rd in g to tire dispatches the state 
ball of the Lieutenant-Governor of Onta­ 
rio was a disgraceful affair. 
The wines 
and liquors furnished were too plentiful 
and strong, and 'the young men who im­ 
bibed became reckless and wildly baccha­ 
nalian. 
There followed a scene that is de­ 
scribed as shameful in the extreme, and 
that necessitated the calling in of the 
police. 
Evidently the resolution to make 
this state ball select was a failure. 
It 
may with reason be suspected that some of 
the excluded managed to get in by deceit 
and created the disturbance on purpose to 
humble the pride and exclusiveness of 


the Governor. 
However, it is said that ■ 
even under the Governorship of Lome, ; 
the Queen’s son-in-law, similar disgrace- j 
ful routs took place at state gatherings. | 
If so, the Canadian in his cups is able to ¡ 
discount any of the hoodlums of our own 
country.

TO THE SPRINGS. 


S acram en to In te re s te d in Haviog; a R a il­ 
ro a d to B a rtle tt Springs. 
E ds. R ecord-U kion: One day last week 
as the steamer City of Lakeport was on 
on her way across Clear Lake to Lakeport 
from the east side, she was found to be 
leaking. The Captain ran her on to Lake­ 
port and tied her up, where she filled, 
sank and turned over. She was afterwards 
raised and pumped out, but her timbers 
were found to be rotten and she will have to 
be replaced with a new boat. She was 
bought by the Bartlett Springs proprietors 
last summer to carry the passengers and 
freight traffic from Lakeport to the landing 
at the foot of the mountain grade built by 
the Bartlett folks, who expect to turn the 
traffic that way, via the Hopland route. 
If the Sacramento people will only aid 
in building the Colusa and Lake Narrow- 
Gauge to Bear valley from Sites, a distance 
of only thirteen miles, that question would 
be settled, as no road could be built on the 
lake side to compete against it in the mat­ 
ter of distance or easy grade. 
It is only 
eighteen miles from Bear valley to Bartlett 
Springs, and teams can trot twelve miles 
either way in going or coming. It is by 
far the cheapest and easiest route for the 
Southern Pacific people to hold the Bart­ 
lett travel. About $75,000 would bring the 
narrow-gauge into Bear valley and forever 
settle the question. 
I say to the Sacramento people and 
Southern Pacific people that it is worth 
looking after. 
If the travel were once 
turned, the railroad company would find 
the receipts on tbe passenger travel in sum­ 
mer from 8an Francisco and Sacramento 
up to W illiams and Colusa Junction, on 
the Northern Railway, short by several 
thousand dollars, as there are from 3,000 to 
4,000 fares paid yearly now to the springs. 
But, on the contrary, if the narrow-gauge 
was only extended thirteen miles it would 
increase th6 travel four-fold, as the long 
stage-ride keeps thousands of people from 
visiting the spring who would go there if 
the road was extended to Bear valley. Be­ 
sides, the valley is about ten miles long by 
one to two and a half miles wide, and is 
productive; also, the Sulphur creek mines 
are near, which would give considerable 
freight and passenger trade to the road. All 
put together would make it a good paying 
road. 
As I said before, there is no poiDt on 
Clear lake where a railroad can be built by 
either tbe Donahue system or any other 
that can compete with the Bear valley side, 
if the narrow-gauge were extended thir­ 
teen miles, or a road built from Williams 
due west eighteen miles. One or the other 
will have to be done, or the trade goes over 
to the Donahne side. Is it too small a 
thing for the Southern Pacific folks to look 
after now ? That it will be a big thing in 
tbe near future is the guess of yours truly, 
“U n c le S in q u e.” 


A S acram en tan D ow n S outh. 
The Lancaster, Los 
Angeles county, 
Gazette has the following mention of a 
Sacramentan’s operations there: 
“Charles 
Schwartz, one of Sacramento's prominent 
citizens, was in the valley this week. Mr. 
Schwartz is fortunate enough to own three 
sections of land in our valley, and bis trip 
here was to make arrangements to have it 
improved. He informs us that be will at 
ouce erect a nice cottage, barn, and sink a 
well and pnt up a large windmill on 
his place. His sections 13. 21 and 23, 
township 8 north, range 14 west, have been 
rented and will be put in cultivation im­ 
mediately. There nre quite a number of 
Antelope valley land-owners residing in 
Sacramento who would do well to follow 
the example ot Mr. Schwartz, as nothing 
will advance the value of land quicker 
than to improve it and put it in cultiva­ 
tion. We hope to see more follow in his 
footsteps.”

TORN INTO SHREDS. 


HOEEIBLE DEATH OF PHILIP HORAN. 
CK-WATCHMAN. 


AWFULLY MEAN. 


S tru ck by L a st N ig h t's In co m in g O regon

W as M ade. 


As the 10:40 Oregon express train from 
Ban Franciscocam eintothedepotlast nigbt 
a R ecobd-U k ion reporter saw what resem­ 
bled a m an’s coat iying across the front 
of the pilot of the locomotive, and think­ 
ing that perhaps it betokened an accident 
to some person, ran to where the locomo­ 
tive halted beyond the east end of the de­ 
pot. The yard switchmen had already 
reached the engine to cut it loose from the 
train, and by the light of their lanterns dis­ 
covered the coat and had picked it np when 
the reporter reached the spot. 
And, sure enough, it bore the ghastly 
evidences of a terrible death. The gar- 
m est, which was a long one, made of oil­ 
cloth, and well worn, was partially cov­ 
ered with blood, as also were the pilot, the 
wheels and all the gearing of the locomo­ 
tive on one side, while shreds of under- 
clothiDg hung here and there to the ma­ 
chinery 
Fragments of tlesh were spat­ 
tered over the side of the locomotive as 
high as four or five feet from the rails. 
The yardmen gathered about the loco­ 
motive and shuddered as they gazed at its 
blood-bespattered machinery that told of 
the awful death of some poor unfortunate. 
The reporter sought engineer Gofi and 
asked him if he was aware of having run 
over any person. 
He replied that he was 
not, and knew nothing of what had hap­ 
pened until that moment, when he was 
shown the bloody coat and the condition 
of the locomotive. 
To Justice Newton of Washington, who 
is in charge of the railroad depot at night, 
engineer Got! said that as his train was 
coming in it passed several track-watch- 
men in the vicinity of Webster Station and 
beyond, and their fires were burning at 
intervals along the track. He passed an­ 
other fire just this side of the long trestle- 
and about seven minutes’ run from this 
city, and remembered that at about that 
moment the wheels of the locomotive 
seemed to be slipping on the track and it 
jolted slightly, as if passing over some 
small sticks. It was just enough to attract 
his attention, but as the locomotive went 
along smoothly the next moment 
he 
thought nothing more of it and came right 
along to the city. As it was then certain 
that somebody had been run over, he had 
no doubt that the accident occurred at that 
point, although he saw nothing on ihe 
track as the train approached the spot. 
The matter was reported at once at Su­ 
perintendent W right’s office, and the con­ 
ductor of the overland express, due at 11:40, 
was notified by telegraph to keep a look­ 
out for the body and to bring it in if found. 
In the meantime another of the patrol­ 
men came upon the remains of the victim, 
which were torn and mangled to shreds, 
and scattered along the track for a distance 
of several hundred yards. He boarded 
the train when it came along and explained 
that it would be useless to then endeavor 
to gather the remains together, and the at­ 
tempt was not made. 
The reporter saw this man when he 
arrived, and learned that the name of the 
deceased was Philip Horan; that he was 
from Suisun, where his aunt resides, that 
he was a single man, and was employed as 
one of the track-walkers between here and 
Davisviile. 
Justice Newton notified Reeves & Long, 
undertakers, and went out about 1 o’clock 
this morning on a locomotive to gather up 
the remains and take them to Washington, 
where an inquest will be held to-day. 
The theory of the railroad employes is 
that Horan laid down by the track, with 
his head on one of the rails and his coat 
thrown over his body. The coat is of a 
grayish color and so closely resembled that 
of the ground where he lay that the engi­ 
neer could not distinguish it. 


HIGH WATEB BELOW. 


B ra u n a n Is la n d In u n d a te d , a n d S everal 
O th ers In D an g er. 
A telegram to the R ecord-U niok from 
W alnut Grove, received last evening, said: 
"The water here to-day is six inches higher 
than at any time this season, but the levees 
in this vicinity are all good for from fifteen 
to eighteen inches more. 
"A break was report on Mrs. Hensley’s 
ranch on Andrus Island, but it was repaired 
before much damage was done. It is very 
doubtful if it can be held, however, as the 
water runs over the levee in many places, 
and a large force of men are at work with 
sacks. 
"The same may be said of Grand Island, 
which they are working hard to save, and 
if there be no strong winds or further rise 
in the river they will no doubt hold it, 
although the water has ran over in some 
places. 
"The Brannan Island levee broke on the 
Morgan ranch yesterday, and at last reports 
was fast tilling up. 
The break is reported 
to be ninety feet wide.” 
It may seem a little strange to most peo­ 
ple that the water should be so much 
higher in the lowt- Sacramento than it 
was last December, vs bile it is so compara­ 
tively low here, but the situation is easily 
explained. 
The river was 26 teet 11 inches in front 
of this city when the break in the levee at 
Payne’s ranch, on the Yolo side, occurred. 
Had that break not occurred, or bad it since 
been doEed, there can be little doubt but 
that the water in the river opposite Sacra­ 
mento would to-day be higher than it was 
in December. As it is, there is probably 
more water going down the river channel 
and through the break, than the river then 
contained before the break occurred, hence 
the higher water below. 


HARD TO GUESS. 


T h e S w earing W as A w ful, an d P uzzled 
C ourt a n d A tto rn ey s. 
A young man named Henry Jones was 
in the Police Court yesterday charged with 
petit larceny in stealing valuables from the 
room of an itinerant patent medicine ven­ 
der in a down-town hotel. 
Jones worked 
for the man, and when the latter missed 
his wife's watch and chain and abonl $25 
in money, he suspected him of the theft 
and had him arrested, together with an­ 
other employe. 
Tn Court the defendant swore that one of 
the witnesses for the prosecution was the 
guilty party, and went on to describe how 
he met him after coming from a taro bank 
over the saloon on the northwest oorner of 
8econd and K streets, and how the wit­ 
ness told him that he was going to "touch 
off the patent medicine man and skip the 
town." 
In turn the accused witness swore that 
he met the defendant coming down the 
stairs of the hotel with all the stolen prop­ 
erty in h¡6 possession, and that the de­ 
fendant gave him a half-dollar and told 
him to go and get comething to eat. 
The testimony was so contradictory that 
the spectators iñ the room burst into laugh­ 
ter several times while one was accusing 
the other. It was hard to tell who was the 
best liar, and City Attorney Church con­ 
fessed that he hardly knew who to believe. 
Jndge Buckley skid be considered the 
story of the prosecuting witness the most 
reasonable one. and found the defendant 
guilty. He will appear for judgment to­ 
day.

H ow U nscrupulous P erso n s Im pose on 
th e "S lot” M achine. 
Unless some new arrangement of their 
mechanism can be devised, the "drop-a- 
nickei-in-the slot” weighing apparatus and 
“try-your-nerve" electric batteries have 
seen their best days. So far as the weigh 
ing machines are concerned, there was 
some time since discovered a means of 
“beating” it, by pushing up against the top 
of it, when the dial that marks the person's 
weight is released. 
But recently another method has been 
devised of cutting oil the profits of the 
owners of these machines, which have now 
become so common in hotels and saloons 
all over the country, and the proprietors 
are said to be nearly crazed in consequence. 
It seems that evil-minded and unscrnpu- 
persons are imposing on the innocent slots, 
which are unable to distinguish the differ­ 
ence between a leaden bullet flattened by 
a car-wiieel and the nickel of the realm. 
Secret Service Agent Harris has gone to the 
assistance of the nickel-in-the-slot men in 
San Francisco, according to the Afta, and 
has been successful to some extent. He 
found that there are hundreds of pieces of 
base metal which greatly resemble a nickel 
afloat in this city. These pieces are only 
advertising dodges of a red rubber stamp 
man, but they cause the slot machines to 
yield up their treasures, nevertheless. 
Mr. Harris obtained such a piece that 
greatly' resembles a five-cent piece, and 
might even be passed as money, for on one 
side it has a large figure 5, with a small c 
at its right. The piece reads, "Good for 5c 
on purchase of stamp.” Harris found that 
Klinkner had ordered 1,000 of these imita­ 
tion nickels from Chicago. Mr. Harristold 
him that if he pat any more of such stuff 
on the market he would be arrested for 
violating a United States law, the penalty 
for which is a fine of not more than $1,000 
or imprisonment for not more than five 
years. 


FISH AND GAME. 


E l D orado C ounty P roposes to See th e 
S am e P ro te c te d . 
The Supervisors of El Dorado county 
have under consideration an ordinance to 
protect the fish in our mountain stream by 
preventing them from getting into the 
ditches and destroyed in them. The pro­ 
posed ordinance is as follows: “ The pro­ 
prietors of all water ditches and tlumes 
drawing their supply from the waters of 
this county, shall place and keep in good 
repair at the heads of their respective 
ditches or flames, through which the 
water from the stream or lake entering the 
ditch or flume shall pass, strips of wood or 
other material, the meshes between which 
shall not exceed one inch in width, for the 
prevention of the passage of fish from the 
stream or lake into the ditches or flames. 
Any person taking water from any stream 
or lake in ihis county in violation of the 
provisions of this ordinance is guilty of a 
misdemeanor.” 
"Another feature of fish protection,” 
says the Republican, “ is to require ditch 
owners to leave at all times at least ten 
inches of water in the stream at the head 
of the ditch, so that fish can exist and get 
up and down the stream. The Board is 
also urged to adopt an ordinance for the 
protection of deer by making it a misde­ 
meanor to kill any of these animals for the 
next two years. This measure is deemed 
necessary by some of our citizens, as these 
animals have died by hundreds in the 
mountains this winter on account of the 
unusually heavy snowfall, and have also 
been destroyed in large numbers by those 
who hunt them for their hides.” 


T hey F o u n d T hem selves. 
At least two men have shown up in the 
past few days whose whereabouts had been 
a mystery to their friends. One is Isaiah 
Hurlburt, the Willows lawyer, who started 
a couple of weeks ago for Shasta, but—it 
was reported—bad not been seen after 
reaching Red Bluff.

Yesterday he was about the streets of this 
city, and did not look like a man who had 
lost himself. 
Augost Simoni, who left this city myster­ 
iously a month ago, is here again. He had 
been employed near San Francisco in the 
meantime.

T h e C ity B o a rd o l T ra d e ’s P la n s—Its 
P ro p o sed New B uilding. 
The Board of Trade of this city, through 
a committee composed of A. Andrew, E. 
K. Alsip, William Ingram, Jr., George M. 
Mott and G. G. Pickett, has issued a cireu- 
cular to the public settiDg forth its pur­
